Research has also shown, significant 
difference with respect to Government, Aided and Unaided management 
institution teacher educators (f=i2.36, p, 0.05). The paper argues that 
success in the use of ICT in education depends largely on teachers and their 
level of skill in integrating ICT into the teaching process and in utilizing ICT 
to provide learner-centred, interactive education.

Table 2 reveal that there is significant difference (t value = 3.56) among male and female 
teacher educators in their knowledge about use of ICT in education. So the male teachers 
are shown higher awareness than female students for the use of ICT in education. 

There is also a significance difference (t value = 2.86) among type of management in their 
knowledge about use of ICT in education. Management of the College does effect on the 
awareness of use of ICT in education.
